Mr. Charles Grimes as Surveyor-General, 


In “ The Surveyor ” of 31st July, 1908, is a copy of the Document 
dated 21st December, 1802, appointing Mr. Charles Grimes as Sur¬ 
veyor-General in Our Settlement in New South Wales. The 
original was in the possession of his successor, John Oxley, and ulti¬ 
mately passed to Mr. John Norton Oxley, who gave it to Mr. W. D. 
Campbell, Licensed Surveyor. 

Mr. Campbell, soon after becoming a Member, presented it to our 
Institution, when it was framed and hung up in our Room. As it 
is of great historical value, special care will be taken of it. 

Mr. Campbell has taken an exceedingly great interest in the 
early history of our profession, and it is to be hoped that he will pub- 
lish the result of his researches, so that Surveyors will get their fair 
share of prominence in history, Evans, Oxley, Mitchell and Kennedy 
are referred to as Explorers, but it was really on account of the fact 
that they were Surveyors that they were selected as leaders of expedi¬ 
tions, and it was owing to their surveying abilities that their explora¬ 
tions were successful.
